Lack of good training in many areas, confusion over voice production and 
repertory, lack of funds for further study, and limited performance 
opportunities, caused many of them to give up without having had the 
opportunity to show their unique and valuable talents. 

We started Career Bridges to help them, bringing together an international 
panel comprised of the most qualified experts in their fields: conductors, 
singers, coaches, stage directors, agents, opera and concert impresarios. 
Each member of the panel gives an evaluation as to what is needed for a 
career. This year Career Bridges will provide grants to twenty five young 
artists to study in those areas. 

We have two outreach programs; through our Community Outreach program 
we will present ten concerts featuring Career Bridges Winners; through our 
Outreach to the Schools, “Kids Love Opera!” (and they do!), we will reach over 
9000 school children, many of whom have never heard a live performance of 
music before. 

As co-founders of the Schuyler Foundation for Career Bridges we are delighted 
to present to you this evening some of these fine young singers in concert. 
We know you will recognize their potential stardom. Your donations make 
tomorrow’s dreams come true.

EMILY AND EUGENE GRANT 


C areer Bridges is honored to present its Founders Award to Emily and Eugene Grant 
for their inspiration, advice and financial encouragement, from the moment of 
inception until now. 

A graduate of the University of Toronto, and the Toronto Royal Conservatory of Music, 
Mrs. Grant is Chair of the Board of Trustees of the SUNY Purchase College Foundation, 
member of the board of directors of both the Westchester Jewish Community 
Services and the Westchester Arts Council. She is a founding member and past 
president of the Emelin Theater Board of Directors. 

Eugene M. Grant’s philanthropic efforts reflect his deep commitment to music, the 
arts and education. A graduate of the University of Michigan and Columbia Law 
School, he is president of Eugene M. Grant & Company, a real estate investment firm. 
At the University of Michigan, he is a Trustee of the Institute of the Humanities, and 
a benefactor of the Archaeology Museum and the College of Music. He is a past 
General Campaign Chairman of UJ A/Federation of New York, a Life Trustee of the 
Jewish Museum of New York and Founding Chairman of the Westchester Holocaust 
Commission. Mr. Grant is a member of the Board of Directors of the Metropolitan 
Opera Association, the Richard Tucker Foundation, and the Real Estate Councils of 
Carnegie Hall, Lincoln Center and the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

Together the couple is actively involved with environmental issues and international 
archeological projects. They provide scholarship assistance to students at the 
Purchase Conservatory of Music as well as to students in the departments of the 
College of Literature, Science, and the Arts. The Grants have made major gifts to the 
Judaic Studies Program, the School of Natural Resources and Environment, and the 
Division of Kinesiology, and the Institute of the Humanities. Emily and Eugene are 
benefactors of the Kelsey Museum of Archaeology as well.

MARILYN HORNE 


B orn in Bradford, Pennsylvania, USA, Marilyn Horne has been called “probably the 
greatest singer in the world” (Opera News, 1981). She is, without a doubt, one of 
the greatest mezzo-sopranos in opera history and is probably the greatest Rossini 
interpreter ever. She has been singing for over 40 years and her contributions to the 
opera world live on in her numerous recordings. 

In the fall of 1954, Marilyn made her operatic debut at the age of twenty in the role of 
Hata in Smetana’s “The Bartered Bride” for the Los Angeles Guild Opera. That 
summer, she sang the voice of Carmen Jones in Oscar Hammerstein’s re-creation of 
Bizet’s “Carmen.” 

Marilyn traveled to Europe in the hopes of furthering her career. She sang in 
Gelsenkirchen, Germany, appearing in many of the company’s productions as a soprano. 
Her first great career success occured at the inauguration of Gelsenkirchen’s new 
opera house on May 22, i960 as Marie in Berg’s “Wozzeck.” She was subsequently 
engaged to sing the role with The San Francisco Opera. 

It was soon after the San Francisco “Wozzeck” that Marilyn made her first 
appearance with Joan Sutherland. Marilyn performed Agnese opposite Sutherland in 
a Town Hall concert version of Bellini’s “Beatrice di Tenda” in February 1961. 
Ms. Horne began performing regularly in the world’s great opera houses. She made 
her Covent Garden debut in October of 1964 as Marie in “Wozzeck.” Her La Scala debut 
was as Jocasta in Stravinsky’s “Oedipus Rex” on March 13, 1969. Her Metropolitan 
Opera debut was as Adalgisa opposite Joan Sutherland’s Norma in Bellini’s “Norma.” 
She sang many more times at the Met, and opened the 1972-1973 season as Carmen . 
In 1984, she brought Handel’s “Rinaldo” to the Met, the first Handel opera ever 
performed there. 

After four decades as one of America’s most beloved opera singers and recitalists 
(performing over 1300 recitals), Ms. Horne became increasingly concerned about the 
diminishing recital opportunities for young singers throughout the United States, a 
situation due largely to the decrease in government funding of the arts, the diminishing 
of arts education programs in K-12 schools, and the entertainment industry’s 
aggressive promotion of non-classical genres. Because she believes that preparing 
and performing vocal recitals was essential to her own development as a singer, 
Ms. Horne rallied the support of an initial group of equally concerned and committed 
individuals to begin the task of ensuring that young singers in this new millennium 
have the same opportunities she had, and that the vocal recital remains a viable and 
living art form in this country. She founded and is President of the Marilyn Horne 
Foundation. Its mission is to support, encourage, and preserve the art of the vocal 
recital through the presentation of vocal recitals and related educational activities 
across the United States. In ten short years it has become known as one of the most 
influential and esteemed national non-profit organization devoted exclusively to 
song and to gifted young vocal recitalists. 

In addition to her active participation in the Marilyn Horne Foundation, Ms. Horne 
works as the Vocal Program Director at the Music Academy of the West in 
Santa Barbara.

EVE QUELER 


E ve Queler is the founder and Music Director of the Opera Orchestra of New York 
which she organized in 1967 to present rare operas in concert version and to give 
opportunities to talented singers and instrumentalists. 

As Music Director of the Opera Orchestra of New York, Eve Queler has conducted over 
90 operas in concert at Carnegie Hall. Standing out among her many successes as Music 
Director of OONY are Wagner’s “Rienzi” and “Tristan und Isolde/' Berlioz’ “Benvenuto 
Cellini,” Smetana’s “Dalibor,” and Strauss’ “Die Liebe der Danae.” Queler has 
championed many neglected Russian and Czech operas that are staples in Central 
Europe but virtually unknown in America. She was the first conductor here to 
perform Mussorgsky’s unfinished “Khovanshchina” with orchestration by 
Shostakovich, as well as the first Czech-language performance of Janacek’s “Katya 
Kabanova” (1979), “Jenufa” (1988), and Dvorak’s “Rusalka” (1987). 

She has conducted opera throughout the world including the Kirov Opera in 
St. Petersburg, Russia, the Hamburg Oper among others in Germany, the Australian 
Opera in Sydney; Buenos Aires’ legendary Teatro Colon, and the Liceu in Barcelona. 
She has conducted numerous symphony orchestras including the Philadelphia 
Orchestra, Cleveland Orchestra, Montreal Symphony, San Antonio Symphony and 
Rome Opera. 

In addition to her extensive accomplishments as a conductor of standard and rare 
works in both opera and symphonic repertory, Queler has given critical early 
exposure to many young singers who have gone on to become the foremost artists of 
our time: Josd Carreras, Renee Fleming, James Morris, and Deborah Voigt, among 
numerous others. 

Eve Queler has many distinctions including two honorary doctorates. In March 1995 
she was honored by New York University for a Leading Woman in the Arts while in 
September of that year, the “Butterfly Award” of the Licia Albanese-Puccini 
Foundation was presented to her for her outstanding work. She received one of the 
highest awards presented by the French government when she was named a 
Chevalier de I’Ordre des Arts et des Lettres by the French Minister of Culture for her 
commitment to French operas. Maestro Queler also received the prestigious 
Touchstone Award from Women In Music, Inc., in recognition of her visionary spirit as 
one of the “Women Who Make a Difference.” 

A native of New York City, Ms. Queler studied at the Mannes College in New York and 
followed master classes with famous conductors like Igor Merkevich and Walter 
Suskind. She has made a name for herself also with various publications on rare 
operas and has made critical editions of three of Donizetti operas. 








B orn in Ciutadella de Menorca, Spain, Juan Pons has performed with the most 
prestigious opera companies of the world including The Metropolitan Opera,the 
Vienna State Opera, San Francisco Opera, London Covent Garden, LaScala, La Bastille 
in Paris, Bavarian State Opera, Hamburg Opera, Teatro Lfrico de la Zarzuela in Madrid, 
Rome Opera, Florence Opera, La Fenice Theater in Venice, Teatro Communalle in 
Bologna. He has also sung at the Chicago, Dallas, Washington, San Diego and San 
Francisco Operas. 

Mr. Pons received world-wide attention in December 1980 at La Scala of Milan in 
the main role of Giorgio Strehler’s production of “Falstaff” under the direction of 
Lorin Maazel. 

In 1983 he made his debut at the Metropolitan Opera House of New York with “II 
Trovatore,” where he has since appeared regularly, performing “Rigoletto,” “Ballo in 
Maschera” directed by James Levine, “LaTraviata,” “I Pagliacci,” “Madame Butterfly,” 
“Lucia di Lammermour” among others. He performed with Placido Domingo and 
Luciano Pavarotti at the opening of the season 1994/95 at the Metropolitan Opera 
House of New York. This season he stars in the Metropolitan Opera productions of 
“Rigoletto” and “II Tabarro.” 


He was special guest during season 1992/93 at the Gala in honour of Richard Tucker 
at the Lincoln Center in New York. He also appeared as special guest in the Ceremony 
of the Olympic Games in Barcelona 1992. 

His recordings include “Tosca”, “La Fanciulla del West”, “II Tabarro” and “Aroldo” for 
CBS/SONY. “La Forza del Destino,” “Madame Butterfly” and “Cavalleria Rusticana,” 
under the direction of Giusseppe Sinopoli. “La Traviata” with James Levine, “Lucia di 
Lammermour” and “El Gato Montes” for DEUTSCHE GRAMOPHONE, “I Pagliacci” for 
PHILLIPS with Ricardo Muti, “II Tabarro” for DECCA, “Falstaff” with Ricardo Muti for 
CBS/SONY, “Herodiade,” “Luisa Fernanda,” “LaTabernera del Puerto” and “Marina.” He 
has also recorded on video: the Metropolitan production of “L’Elisir d’Amore” with 
James Levine, La Scala productions of “La Fanciulla del West,” “Aida,” and “Gianni 
Schicchi” under the direction of Lorin Maazel, “I Pagliacci” for PHILLIPS and the 
Lyrical Gala in Seville for BMG.
